RESIDENTS FACE 5 PER 
CENT COUNCIL TAX RISE 


HOUSEHOLDERS in Bridgend 
face council tax rises of just 
under five per cent from next 
April. 

The draft revenue budget for 2010- 
2011 was approved by the cabinet this 
week. It assumes that the council’s rev¬ 
enue support grant from the Welsh 
Assembly will rise by 2.6 per cent - high¬ 
er than the Welsh average of 2.1 per cent. 


These figures are provisional at this stage 
and may alter before next spring. 

Despite having a higher than average 
increase, the cabinet member for 
resources, Coun Huw David, has written 
to the Welsh Assembly Government 
expressing concern about the “overall 
inadequacy” of the funding allocated to 
local government. 

The draft budget has been worked out 
with a council tax increase of 4.8 per cent 


factored in. This will result in an increase 
at Band D of £48 a year - pushing it up 
to £1057. This will give the council a total 
budget of £232m, compared to £223m in 
the current financial year. 

The South Wales Police precept and 
the precept levied by town and commu¬ 
nity councils have to be added on to the 
total figure paid by householders. 

Bands A to C will pay less and Bands 
E and upwards will pay more.

Major upgrade as 
Porthcawl harbour 
regeneration scheme 
gets the go-ahead 


A MAJOR scheme 
to upgrade 
Porthcawl harbour 
using money from 
the sale of develop¬ 
ment land in the 
town has been 
approved - subject 
to EU funding also 
being available. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
approved plans on 
Tuesday to submit a bid 
for Welsh European 
Office Funding for 
regenerating the harbour 
in the resort. 

This will be done as 
part of the Porthcawl 
Waterfront regeneration 
plan. 

The work includes 
engineering and stabili¬ 
sation work to the walls 
and breakwater, the 
dredging of the dock, a 
new lock gate and the 
introduction of pontoons 
and improved access to 
the basin. 

The work will result 
in an increase in 
berthing numbers, which 
will strengthen the com¬ 
mercial and leisure use 
of the harbour. 

The report goes on: 
“In tandem with the 
marketing of the site 
north of the harbour for 
leisure uses, and oppor¬ 
tunities associated with 
the Jennings Building 
and Cosy Corner, the 
harbour area would 
become the focus for the 
waterfront and greatly 
strengthen the leisure 
and tourism offer of the 
town.” 

In his report, regener¬ 
ation officer Andrew 
Parry Jones said that the 
cabinet had already 
agreed in May to use 
part of the receipts from 
the sale of land in the 
first phase of the regen¬ 
eration scheme as match 


funding for a regenera¬ 
tion project on the 
waterfront. At the 
moment, the first phase 
of the regeneration, 
which is the provision of 
a supermarket on the 
Hillsboro Place car 
park-Salt Lake car park 
site, is still being mar¬ 
keted and a short list of 
developers has been 
agreed. 

These developers are 
now in dialogue with the 
council before detailed 
tenders are submitted. 
The council is expected 
to select a developer by 
February. 

Funding could be 
available under a “centre 
of excellence” concept 
which has already been 
approved. 

Councils in the 
Swansea Bay area are 
working together to 
develop a water sports 
theme. 

Bridgend has been 
collaborating with 
Swansea to submit a 
joint bid. The focus at 
the Porthcawl end would 
be on the harbour plus 
some improvements at 
Rest Bay in relation to 
beach access and facili¬ 
ties. 

It is also planned to 
create a new water 
sports event to bring in 
visitors and boost the 
local economy. 

The grant available 
under the Centre of 
Excellence project 
would be 60 per cent of 


the total. 

The total cost of the 
Porthcawl scheme, 
including necessary 
work on the harbour 
walls, is £3.1 m - of 
which £2.2m is eligible 
for a grant. 

This means that after 
funding, there will be a 
funding gap of £ 1.78m, 
reducing to £1.48m after 
an allocation of 
£300,000 from the 
Special Regeneration 
Fund. 

The deadline for sub¬ 
mitting a bid to WEFO 
for funding is December 
14 - two months before 
the approval of a devel¬ 
oper for the supermar¬ 
ket. 

Mr Parry Jones said 
that the council can sub¬ 
mit a bid and indicate 
the expected source of 
the match funding. 

Mr Parry Jones added 
that the agreement to 
use some of the receipts 
from the sale of the land 
for this purpose was 
dependent on the scale 
of the receipts actually 
received. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
has agreed to ring fence 
£1.48m of the capital 
receipts from the sale of 
land in phase one of the 
Porthcawl Harbourside 
Regeneration for this 
work, subject to a satis¬ 
factory capital receipt 
actually being received. 


BRIDGEND AM 
Carwyn Jones is to 
take over from 
Rhodri Morgan as 
First Minister of the 
Welsh Assembly. 

Mr Jones, who is cur¬ 
rently the Counsel 
General, won a resound¬ 
ing victory over rivals 
Edwina Hart and Huw 
Lewis in the battle for the 
Labour leadership in 
Wales. 

He secured 52 per cent 
of the vote within 
Labour’s electoral col¬ 
lege, winning every sec¬ 
tor, including the one 
covering the unions 
where Edwina Hart was 
widely regarded as the 
front runner owing to her 
union background. 

Mr Jones, who lives in 
Bridgend with his wife 
Lisa and two children 
Ruari and Seren, was 
brought up in the town, 
attending Brynteg 

Comprehensive. 

His mother Janice was 
head of Bryncethin 
Primary School, and he 
went there until the age 
of 11. His father Caron is 
also a retired teacher. 

Mr Jones, 42, comes 
from a Welsh-speaking 
family and was elected to 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council, repre¬ 
senting Pendre Ward 
when the council was 
established in 1996. 

He was elected to the 
Assembly when it was 
set up in 1999. 

Mr Jones is also a bar¬ 
rister and former law lec¬ 
turer. He held the job of

Minister for Rural Affairs 
during the foot and 
mouth crisis. 

Crucially, Mr Jones 
was a key member of 
Team Bridgend - set up 
by Labour after it lost 
control of the council in 
the 2004 elections. 

The party turned itself 
around locally by re-con¬ 
necting with the voters 
on the doorsteps and lis¬ 
tening to what people 
wanted. It swept back to 
power last year - one of 
the few councils re-taken 
by Labour against a 
national trend to lose 
control. 

Party members will be 
hoping that Mr Jones will 
take the experience he 
gained on the knocker in 
Bridgend to the party 
nationally to bring about 
a renaissance of its for¬ 
tunes within Wales. 

As a Welsh speaker, 
like Rhodri Morgan, Mr 
Jones will also be able to 
build bridges with the 
Welsh-speaking areas of 
north and west Wales. 

Mr Jones will formally 
take over on December 9 
when he will be elected 
by AMs in the Senedd. He 
will then set about form¬ 
ing a cabinet. 

He has been a regular 
contributor to The GEM 
with a column in which 
he has shared news of 
what’s happening at the 
Assembly and within 
Wales.

CALLING MINISTERS TO ACCOUNT AT 
QUESTION TIME IN THE COMMONS 


O VER the 

past weeks. I 
have been 
attempting to 
explain how 
Parliament func¬ 
tions on a day-to- 
day basis - and, 
hopefully, convey to 
you what it is I do 
when I’m 160 miles 
away in London. 

I have thus far cov¬ 
ered the work of the 
Select Committees, and 
specifically the Defence 
Select Committee, of 
which I am a member. 

I explained how one 
of the most important 
aspects of my job is to 
scrutinise and vote on 
legislation - explaining 
how a Bill goes from 
being a White Paper, to a 
draft Bill to going 
through scrutiny in both 
the House of Commons 
and the House of Lords, 
and finally receiving 
Royal Assent and 
becoming law. 

This week, I hope to 
explain how I question 
Ministers on a regular 


basis, and how you can 
follow my activities in 
Parliament from the 
comfort of your own 
homes. 

Parliamentary ques¬ 
tions are tools used by 
Members of Parliament 
to seek information or to 
press for action. They 
oblige Ministers to 
explain and defend the 
work, policy decisions 
and actions of their 
departments. 

Each government 
department has an oral 
question session every 
five weeks, in which any 
backbencher is able to 
directly question the 
department’s Ministers. 

These are generally 
more serious and useful 
versions of the gladiator¬ 
ial event that is the 
Prime Minister’s weekly 
Questions session. 

All MPs are able to 
table a substantive ques¬ 
tion for answer which 
needs to be sent to the 
table office three days 
beforehand. After the 
cut-off at 12.30pm on 
each last tabling day, 
there is a random com-

puter shuffle of the 
names of MPs who have 
tabled questions. 

The successful ques¬ 
tions are then printed in 
the blue pages of the 
vote bundle (a collection 
of administrative papers) 
on the following day, in 
the order in which they 
will be called. 

Other than for the 
Prime Minister, the 
wording of oral ques¬ 
tions must give an indi¬ 
cation of the subject of 
the intended supplemen¬ 
tary question. 

In practice, this means 
the question that I sub¬ 
mit for sessions tends to 
be quite general; such as 
my recent question to the 
Environment Minister 
(my neighbour) Huw 
Irranca Davies: on what 
recent assessment he has 
made of the effective¬ 
ness of his department’s 
policies to protect the 
natural environment; and 
if he would make a state¬ 
ment. 

In the House, when 
called, MPs ask their 
question by standing up 
and stating the question 
number, ‘ Number one, 
Mr Speaker ’ - this of 
course doesn’t help those 
without an order paper to 
follow what is going on. 

After the Minister 
answers, the Member is 
called to ask a supple¬ 
mentary question. This 
tends to be much more 
specific, and will address 
the issue the MP was 


trying to get at initially. 

The Minister will not 
know what this supple¬ 
mentary question is, for 
example, the supplemen¬ 
tary to the question 
above was in relation to 
an event I hosted in 
Parliament earlier that 
week, regarding the 
importance of maintain¬ 
ing our biodiversity. 

Other Members will 
then be called to ask a 
supplementary to the 
same question, thus pro¬ 
viding a party political 
balance. In practice, if I 
ask a question, it would 
be expected that a 
Conservative and/or a 
Liberal Democrat MP 
would subsequently also 
be called by the Speaker. 

These must also relate 
to the subject matter of 
the original question - 
although it is up to the 
Speaker how loose this 
relationship can be. 

A recent innovation 
which came into force in 
the past year is the intro¬ 
duction of ‘topical ques¬ 
tions’ for the final 15 
minutes of these ques¬ 
tion sessions. 

The format is the 
same as before; however, 
the Minister has no 
advance knowledge of 
the question to be asked. 

The idea is to ensure 
that events which occur 
in the days leading up to 
question sessions are 
raised with Ministers, 
keeping these sessions 
relevant to the world 


Housing debt: 
new helpline 

1 WOULD like to alert your readers 
who may be having trouble with 
housing debt, to a new service being 
offered by the Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service in Bridgend. 

Housing debt is an increasing problem in the 
current economic climate, sometimes made worse 
by Christmas financial pressures, and too often peo¬ 
ple turn to unscrupulous loan sharks. 

In July, the Consumer Credit Counselling 
Service launched a service for people struggling 
with housing debt, called the Housing Debt 
Helpline. 

This is a free telephone service which offers in- 
depth counselling for people who are at risk of los¬ 
ing their homes. The telephone number is: 0800 
107 1340. 

I would urge anyone who thinks that they are at 
risk of losing their home to seek help as soon as 
possible, either through this service, their local 
Citizens Advice Bureau, or Shelter Cymru.

outside, as well as within 
the walls of Parliament. 

Beyond these ses¬ 
sions, MPs are also able 
to table written parlia¬ 
mentary questions to a 
department at any time, 
and the relevant Minister 
is expected to answer 
within a week. 

It is generally thought 
that the first recorded 
question was asked in 
the House of Lords. In 
1721, Earl Cowper asked 
the Government whether 
there was any truth in 
the report that the Chief 
Cashier of the South Sea 
Company, Robert 
Knight, had fled the 
country and had been 
arrested in Brussels. 

A reply providing the 
facts of the case was 
given by the Earl of 
Sunderland. 

Since then, the use of 
the questions procedure 
has grown significantly. 
In the session of 1847, 
there were 129 ques¬ 
tions. In 1900, there 
were 5,106. 

In the more recent 
2007-08 session, 5,151 
questions appeared on 
the Order paper for oral 


answer and 73,357 for 
written answer. 

Finally, you can fol¬ 
low all of my activities 
in Parliament (in the 
chamber at least) via the 
website www.theywork- 
foryou.com. This is a 
charity-run website 
which will tell you every 
time I speak in 
Parliament, or receive an 
answer to a 

Parliamentary Question. 

It also details my vot¬ 
ing record, gives details 
of committees I’ve sat 
on, details my expenses, 
links to my register of 
interests, and ranks my 
activities against others. 

I very much encour¬ 
age you to have a look at 
this website and to fol¬ 
low my activities 
through it. 

The website’s aim is 
to - “help bridge the 
growing democratic dis¬ 
connect, in the belief 
that there is little wrong 
with Parliament that a 
healthy mixture of trans¬ 
parency and public 
engagement won’t fix”. 

I couldn’t agree more.

Council reveals 
food premises 
inspection regime 


THERE are more 
than 216 food 
premises in 
Bridgend which 
need to be inspect¬ 
ed at least once a 
year, including 26 
category A premises 
and 190 Category B 
premises. 

This information was 
given to Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
following a question 
lodged by Coun David 
Unwin. 

He pointed out that in 
the last financial year, 
the council had issued 
554 written warnings 
and 55 hygiene improve¬ 
ment notices to a range 
of the 1,209 food prem¬ 
ises in the borough that 
are subject to inspection. 

He asked if the three 
extra environmental 
health officers being 
appointed in the wake of 
the e-coli outbreak were 
sufficient to cope ade¬ 
quately with the inspec¬ 
tion regime. 


deputy leader David 
Sage said that the num¬ 
ber of premises liable for 
high risk inspection will 
vary as new businesses 
open and old businesses 
close. 

He said that the aim 
of the department is to 
inspect as many of the 
new businesses as possi¬ 
ble, and also respond to 
complaints and take 
enforcement action 
where appropriate. 

Coun Sage added that 
a debate was still going 
on within the council 
about the level of addi¬ 
tional staffing resources 
needed, and nothing has 
been finalised as yet. 

High risk premises 
will be inspected in 
future by more than one 
officer at a time so as to 
ensure that officers are 
not misled by food oper¬ 
ators. 

Officers are also 
expected to keep 
detailed records of every 
visit, including notes on 
discussions with

Highly-trained Shelter Box disaster response 
teams distribute boxes on the ground, working with 
local organisations, international aid agencies and 
Rotary clubs worldwide. 

Since 2001, Shelter Box has responded to more 
than 80 disasters in more than 50 countries.

L AST week, 
Wales hit the 
headlines 

with the publication 
of the report on the 
work of the ‘All 
Wales Convention’, 
chaired by Sir 
Emyr Jones Parry, 
former UN 
Ambassador to the 
UK Government. 

Sir Emyr was given 
the challenging task of 
finding out what people 
in Wales thought about 
the current arrangements 
for the Welsh Assembly 
Government to develop 
policy and legislation to 
meet Welsh needs. 

He chaired a conven¬ 
tion, including people 
from all walks of life and 
all our major political 
parties, to consult and 
take on board the views 
of the people of Wales. 

He held public meet¬ 
ings across the country, 
including one in Barry 
last summer. 

In his foreword to the 
report published last 
week, he said: “The 
future governance of our 
nation and how it should 
now move forward is a 
vital topic for Wales. 
Politics is bread and but¬ 
ter, and affects us all. 
Moreover, for me, it was 
an opportunity to put 
something back into 
Wales after a long period 
representing the United 


Kingdom as a whole. ” 

The conclusions to the 
widespread debate and 
consultation are impor¬ 
tant. In summary, the 
report says that the peo¬ 
ple of Wales have 
accepted devolution, and 
recognise that it repre¬ 
sents some degree of self 
government. 

Public attitudes 
appeared to have ‘settled 
in favour of devolution’, 
with few supporting 
either independence or 
the arrangements we had 
before 1997 with the for¬ 
mer Welsh Office. 

The report says there 
appears to be significant 
appetite for increased 
devolution, with solid 
support for primary law¬ 
making powers. 

The research under¬ 
taken by the convention 
showed 72 per cent 
favour the present or 
somewhat increased 
devolution. Sir Emyr 
says that the judgement 
of the convention is that 
a ‘yes’ vote for more 
powers is obtainable, but 
goes on to say, “but the 
evidence we have col¬ 
lected underlines that 
there can be no certainty 
about this”. 

The convention was 
set up as a commitment 
under One Wales to 
monitor public opinion 
and assess the levels of 
support to trigger a refer¬ 
endum on further law¬ 
making powers for the 


Assembly before the end 
of this term of the 
Assembly. 

We now move to con¬ 
sider the report and its 
implications with a state¬ 
ment made by the First 
Minister, Rhodri 
Morgan, on Tuesday in 
the Senedd leading to a 
debate in the New Year 
to test out this ‘appetite’ 
for further devolution. 

One of the encourag¬ 
ing aspects of the con¬ 
vention was its engage¬ 
ment with young people 
in Wales, via our schools 
and youth forums. 

Our young people are 
gaining confidence about 
their opportunities to 
influence the Welsh 
Assembly, to make their 
voices heard and to give 
their views about the 
policies and services we 
develop and provide. 

This was clearly the 
case last Friday when we 
celebrated ‘Children’s 
Rights Day’ in the 
Senedd as part of the 
20th anniversary of the 
UN Convention on the 
Rights of the Child. 

Earlier this year, I 
hosted a meeting of all 
the UK Children’s minis¬ 
ters in Cardiff and we 
agreed to make a joint 
statement on Children’s 
Rights Day and this was 
published last Friday. 

In the statement, we 
said that one of the most 
important goals is to 
make England, Wales, 


Scotland and Northern 
Ireland the best places 
for all children and 
young people to live. 

As part of this, we are 
committed to working 
progressively towards 
implementing the UN 
Convention on the 
Rights of the Child. 

As well as launching 
the first Children’s 
Advocacy and Advice 
Line in the UK and an 
Action Plan for imple¬ 
menting the UN 
Convention in Wales, the 
First Minister, Children’s 
Commissioner and I all 
spoke about the impor¬ 
tance of promoting and 
applauding the contribu¬ 
tions of our young peo¬ 
ple in Wales, in their 
homes, schools and com¬ 
munities. 

Their commitment to 
voluntary work, to sup¬ 
porting each other, to 
enjoying sport, leisure 
and cultural activities, as 
well as working hard to 
make good progress in 
their studies at school, 
college, in apprentice¬ 
ships and university is 
manifest. 

Children and young 
people often have to 
overcome many barriers 
and difficulties they 
experience in their lives, 
including social and 
financial inequalities 
which we are seeking to 
tackle as a government. 

This is where the 
work of the All Wales 


Convention is 
important. Could 
we do more with 
more powers? I 
have successfully 
steered through a 
number of pieces 
of legislation 
over the past few 
years to improve 
education and we 
have developed 
many new pro¬ 
grammes, like 
the Foundation 
Phase, Welsh 
Baccalaureate 
and Flying Start. 

We need to 
use all the levers 
and powers we 
have to make gov¬ 
ernment work for our 
families, communities, 
businesses and the 
debate about the referen¬ 
dum must engage all 
those who want to see 
Wales develop in confi¬ 
dence for the good of all. 

The First Minister, 
Rhodri Morgan, made an 
important speech at the 
Welsh Centre for 
International Affairs last 
week and in it he said: 
“'The first decade of 
devolution in Wales has 
transformed the nation’s 
relationship with the 
world and created a new 
confidence. Far from 
becoming more inward 
looking, devolution 
forced us, as a nation, to 


put our heads above the 
parapet. 

“The kind of Wales I 
want to see is open- 
minded, competitive but 
constructive, outward¬ 
looking, responsible, 
engaged and adaptable. 

If we act that way we'll 
be using the demonstra¬ 
ble strengths of our peo¬ 
ple.” 

Representing the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government and the UK 
Government at the 
European Education and 
Youth Councils in 
Brussels this week pro¬ 
vided me with the oppor¬ 
tunity of putting Wales 
centre stage, and I was 
privileged to play that 
part on behalf of the peo¬ 
ple of Wales.

VALE police have 
enrolled their first 
Forest watch volun¬ 
teer - as part of a 
community crime 
prevention initiative 
to reduce crime and 
anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the county’s 
forests and wood¬ 
lands. 

It was launched by 
wildlife and environ¬ 
mental crime officer, PC 
Mark Goulding, and the 
Vale’s first volunteer, Mr 
Glyn Jenkins, was pre¬ 
sented with his Forest 
Watch information pack 
at the Forestry 
Commission’s Hensol 
forest block. 

PC Goulding thanked 
him for his public spirit¬ 
edness: “I am very 
pleased that Glyn has 
joined the Vale Forest 
Watch initiative and I 
hope that others will also 
see the benefit of the 


scheme and want to take 
part, too. 

“Forest Watch allows 
me to combine my roles 
as the Neighbourhood 
Beat Manager for the 
Peterston Super Ely 
ward and as a wildlife 
and environmental crime 
officer. 

“Anti-social behav¬ 
iour such as criminal 
damage to our rural 
amenity sites and fly tip¬ 
ping affects the environ¬ 
ment as well as the com¬ 
munity,” he pointed out. 

“In recent months, we 


have had a burnt out 
vehicle in the forest as 
well as some damage to 
the barbecue area and it 
is hoped that the estab¬ 
lishment of Forest Watch 
will help to deter this 
type of activity. 

“With a designated 
phone number, e-mail 
address and point of 
contact, it is hoped that 
members of the public 
will be encouraged to 
provide the key partners 
with information of 
interest - and, in turn, 
reduce forest crime.”

It means making a 
Lasting Power of 
Attorney (LPA) on the 
new version of the 
forms, which came into 
force in October 2009. 

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make decisions 
on behalf of another. 

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enable a person to act on 
behalf of another if, for 
example, they are ill or 
disabled and cannot act 
for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 


This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

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THE COEN BROTHERS’ MAN IS A 
(Serious ly) EXCELLENT FILM! 


T HE Coen 

brothers may 
have struck 
Oscar gold with No 
Country For Old 
Men , but since their 
night of golden stat¬ 
ues they have done 
their best to subvert 
the expectations 
foisted upon them. 

Their follow-up to No 
Country..., Burn After 
Reading, was an under¬ 
whelming return to the 
oddball likes of O 
Brother, Where Art 
Thou? and The 
Hudsucker Proxy, stead¬ 
fastly refusing to adapt 
their style for a more 
commercial gain. 

Their latest film is 
another step in a subver¬ 
sive direction, and is 
entitled A Serious Man. 

It tells the story of 
Larry Gopnik (Michael 
Stuhlbarg), a professor 
whose life begins to 
unravel at an alarming 
pace - his wife wants a 
divorce, his children are 
causing havoc and his 
brother, who is living 
with the family, spends 
the majority of his time 
draining the fluid from a 
cyst on his back. 

With things not quite 
going to plan, Larry 
seeks advice from three 
rabbis - but will their 
advice be of any benefit, 
or will it all become too 
much for him...? 

Following the release 


of No Country For Old 
Men, there were, no 
doubt, a large number of 
filmgoers who suddenly 
‘got’ the Coen brothers’ 
appeal. 

Certainly, the main¬ 
stream did - the gold 
baubles and praise that 
adorned the film almost 
anathema to the Coens’ 
low key attitude and 
approach. 

These latecomers to 
the Coen altar, however, 
may be retreating for the 
door - come the closing 
credits of A Serious 
Man, a film that, while 
excellent and resolutely 
Coen-esque, will have 
the less hardcore of their 
fan base questioning just 
what it is that they have 
just watched. 

It is most definitely 
the brothers most per¬ 
sonal, and Jewish, film 
to date, taking inspira¬ 
tion from their child¬ 
hood, but there is little 
in the way of over¬ 
wrought nostalgia on 
show. 

Instead, what on the 
surface appears to be a 
film about a man suffer¬ 
ing a crisis of sorts, 
degenerates at the end 
into a piece of work that 
seems to be about every¬ 
thing and nothing. 

The brothers tease 
you with story strands 
that lie conspicuously 
unresolved and charac¬ 
ters that pop up and 
leave before you even 
have chance to take 
them in and see how 


they relate to the story. 

In short, it is the 
brothers at their most 
oblique and idiosyncrat¬ 
ic, but it is also one of 
their best pieces of 
work. 

Quite what it is trying 
to say is unclear, as the 
brothers appear to be 
paying lip service to 
those who are prepared 
to look too deeply into 
their films to find hidden 
meaning. 

However, there are 
elements of much of 
their previous works on 
show here, the fantasy 
sequences reminiscent of 
The Big Lebowski - 
while the slowly mean¬ 
dering plot feels like The 
Man Who Wasn’t There 
minus the aliens. 

This is a film that 
most definitely stands on 
its own, however, and 
finds great comedy from 
the situations Larry and 
the family find them¬ 
selves in - without being 
too gregarious about it. 
There is a subtlety and 
offbeat feel to the 
laughs, playing as if a 
preface to climax that 
will get seriously dark, 
yet it doesn’t. 

In fact, the film’s cli¬ 
mactic shot is hugely apt 
for the film as a whole, 
acting as a teasing open 
ending, yet also alluding 
to the snapshot nature of 
the film. We learn so lit¬ 
tle about the back¬ 
grounds of these charac¬ 
ters in its 105 minutes, 
that it acts more as a 


segment of their lives, 
rather than giving us the 
rounded characters you 
would expect. 

However, the broth¬ 
ers’ eye for character 
and performance, as well 
as the stark visuals that 
lend the film its woozy 
air, are spot on as ever. 

In the lead role, 
Michael Stuhlbarg is the 
quintessential Coens 
everyman, yet delivers a 
performance that is so 
wonderfully underplayed 
as to never feel too 
unnatural. 

His constant conster¬ 
nation and stress at the 
situations he finds him¬ 
self in as a result of oth¬ 
ers, could have been 
portrayed in the angriest 
of terms, but instead, 
Stuhlbarg channels the 
rage under the surface - 
every so often pricking 
the skin of Larry. 

Superb turns from the 
likes of Richard Kind 
(about the only recognis¬ 
able member of the 
cast), Sari Lennick and 
Fred Melamed in a nice¬ 
ly comic turn, to name 
but three, give the film 
acting nous as well as 
the pedigree afforded it 
by its creators. 

While some will point 
to the somewhat offbeat 
nature of A Serious Man 
and the fact that it is 
both thoroughly tradi¬ 
tional yet uniquely odd 
all at the same time, it is 
fair to say that these 
aren’t facets that make 
for a negative, particu-

larly in the world of 
Coen. 

While it generates 
more questions than 
answers and leaves you 
hanging for some kind 
of resolution, the film is 
that rarest of beasts in 
today’s cinema - an 
intelligent movie that 
leaves you thinking once 
it has left the screen - 
and for that it can’t be 
praised highly enough. 

VERDICT - One of 
their most impressive 
works to date, A Serious 
Man is a fine piece of 
filmmaking from the 
brothers Coen. 

It is a film that seems 
to say both everything 
and nothing, feeling like 
a personal project for the 
film makers, but it is 
certainly a truly excel¬ 
lent slice of cinema. 
Highly recommended.

I F one of the key objectives of the 
autumn internationals was to 
ascertain if the gap between the 
two hemispheres really has narrowed, 
the home nations, with the possible 
exception of Ireland, will be disap¬ 
pointed, as the results were patchy and 
at best inconclusive. 

The battling Irish have some cause for 
satisfaction from typically robust displays, 
culminating in Saturday’s 15-10 win over 
weary world champions, South Africa; 
while Scotland edged out Australia, but 
were then in turn stymied by Argentina - 
who were unlucky to be once-mighty 
England’s sole autumn scalp. 

What, though, of Wales? The 2008 
Grand Slam champions may have slipped 
back somewhat since those heady early 
days of the Gatland-Edwards regime, yet 
they still provided a large percentage of 
the British & Irish Lions squad who ran 
the world champions so close in South 
Africa last summer, and were hoping to 
claim three big southern hemisphere 
scalps out of four on home soil. 

In the event, they were easily contained 
by Graham Henry’s All Blacks, narrowly 
defeated Samoa, and had Shane Williams 
to thank for punishing error-ridden 
Argentina, before their own endemic flaws 
were finally exposed by a rampant 
Australia, who ran in four tries in the 33- 
12 rout at the Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday. 

True, the Welsh squad had been cruelly 
hit by injuries to key players - and then 
on the eve of the match they lost their 
main ball-carrier, inspirational skipper 
Ryan Jones; before Lady Luck glowered 
again - with Shane Williams, Matthew 
Rees and Leigh Halfpenny all departing 
the field of play with injuries. 

It is doubtful, though, if the result 
would have been any different had they 
remained, for the previously misfiring 
Australians came to Cardiff determined to 
vent all the frustrations of their short tour 
on hapless Wales. 

They had a single-minded mission to 
stifle and destroy, signalling their inten¬ 
tion at the very first scrum, and finally 
exposing the Welsh Achilles heel, the lack 
of a specialist tight head, in the absence 
of the near-irreplaceable Adam Jones. 

They then proceeded to contain and 
then systematically dismantle Wales in 
every aspect of play, without ever really 
being extended, smoothly running in their 
four tries, while comfortably defending 


their own line and limiting the home team 
to just four successful penalties. 

Once again, the Welsh game plan 
foundered on the all too familiar pattern 
of often unforced basic errors. 

Last week, I wrote that ‘consistency , 
control, and precision continue to be three 
elusive targets...’ and these fundamental 
requirements for success were again woe¬ 
fully absent against the Wallabies. 

As the Wales camp ruefully reflect on 
the lessons they have been taught by two 
of the three southern hemisphere giants, it 
can only be hoped that these will be 
absorbed and applied in the Six Nations, 
as the Rugby World Cup looms ever larg¬ 
er on the horizon. 

In this respect, though, their destiny is 
not entirely in the hands of the national 
team coaches, as the responsibility for the 
standard of Welsh play surely has to be 
shared by the next tier down - the four 
Welsh regions, whose lack of ‘ consistency, 
control and precision ’ (never mind individ¬ 
ual skill levels and creativity) is reflected 
in their continuing lack of success on the 
big stage. 

Perhaps instead of constant off-field 
moaning over levels of WRU funding, and 
player-release issues, the regions’ leaders 
should sit down with the national coach¬ 
ing team and commit to a coordinated 
master-plan - agree on-field objectives, 
and finally move the erratic displays, at 
both regional and national level, out of the 
Welsh propensity for rugby’s equivalent of 
‘boom and bust’. 

Then the kind of public humbling seen 
on Saturday (and even more devastatingly 
at the hands of lowly Fiji during the last 
World Cup) could truly become a thing of 
the past. 

What a great reward that would be for 
the legions of paying fans who loyally pack 
the Millennium Stadium each and every 
time Wales play!
